woods between shrubs and tall herbs at Fazenda Lagoa Dourada, 
near Vila Velha, altitude 8JO m., 21 km. southeast of Ponta 
Grosse, Parana, Brazil, on February 17, 1948, end is deposited 
in the Britton Herbarium at the New York Botanical Garden.

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white flowers, tho fruiting inflorescences capitate, fruiting 
peduncles incraseate, verruculose, to 1 cm* long, glabrate; 
frulting-calyxes sessile, incraseate, verruculose, very closely 
appreseed-strigillose with obscure hairs (visible only under a 
hand-lens), about 5 mm. long and 9 mm. wide, the rim irregular¬ 
ly split. It has been collected in anthesis in August, and in 
fruit in March and June, growing at altitudes of 1600—1820 m.
